Frank Dickey, president of the University. 

The A.vsembly voted to .su.sp)end 



the by-laws in order to have a 
regular meeting every Monday 
night until otherwise specified by 
the president, Dick Lehman. Reg- 
ular meetings are uiuaUy held 
every other Monday. 

It was decided to have the social 
committee oi the Assembly to work 
Jointly with the social committee 
of the Student Union Board to 
sponsor socijil events for Univer- 
sity students. Fifty cents of each 
Student's tuition goes to the Stu- 
dent HadoD Board for the purpose 
of providfaf camput-wide social 
functions. 

The budget of SGA is composed 
of stuiknt fe€s and imappropriat- 
ed money from the preceding year. 
The estimated income from stu- 
dent fees this year is $6,600 and 
the ca.^h balance on hand was 
$10,986.21 making a total estimated 
income and cash balance of $17,- 
586.21. The total estimated ex- 
penditures for this fiscal year are 
$6,171. This leaves an estimated 
unappropriated balance of $11,- 
415.21. The budget was presented 
by Harry Comielly, treasurer of 
the AsssMMy.

The stalwarts of the Leadership ( iojif ck ik < , h;iv- 
inu soIm (1 all the I'liiversity problems in the first 
two (lays, spent part of the third day listening to 
varions discussion groups evaluate the varioiit 
"evils" on the campus— wilh tMf newspaper appar- 
ently being the worst offender. 

The most frirquently heard eomplaini seemed to 
l)e that the Kernel w as not serving as an effective 
"go-lK>twe(Mi" for students and faculty. 

No, and it never ti iU. 

Not as lonu as it hears tlie title of a newspaper, 
and not a glorified lursscn^t r. 

The Kernt l would like to i;o on reeord as being 
in favor of the IDEA behind the Leadership Con- 
ference—and as favoring any such assemblage of 
the leaders of this inStlttition with the aim of bet- 
tering UK. 

It is indeed a fine thing when a uroup of such 
high ealiber ean eomcne for a tew da\s ot inspira- 
tion awav Irom the sfiilc and turmoil ot noiinal 
University lixin^. ( bcsiiK-s. it's a fine ontiiii: tor 
girls who .uc fired ol dormitory or sororit\ restric- 
tions, sueh as 'outlandish" rules requiring them to 
be in at certain times.) 

But these students should accomplish something 
—not- spend their time discussing matters about 
which they know nothing. 

— There are. admittedly, many faults with tin K r- 
nel— just as with any newspaper. I^ut one ol ihc 
things lUCdi r with it is that it is not a "<j;o-be- 
tw<'en " lor students and facult\ but is. rather, an 
objective publication, with no a.\e to grind, ileili- 
cated to printing as much news as is possible in 
the space alloted. 

Any student, or group of students, who propose 
to make this newspaper, or any newspaper, an 
organ of any part of the campus, are doinn nothing 
but showing imioranee of one ol the basic tenets 
which inspired the founders of this country— ireu- 
dom of tl»e press. 

Another criticism levied at the Kernel is that it 
is "against" SGA. This is absurd. The Kernel is 
not "against" anything, per se. We think the Stu- 
dent Government should definitely have more pow- 
er—we think that too often it spends many valuable 
hours haggling over proposals completely beyond 
its realm.

SGA president Dick Lehman is, we believe, one 
of the most sincere and capable executives the body 
has ever had the good fortune to have. lie, too, 
thinks the assembly shoul^ be stronger. Is he 
•'against ' SG.\? 

A furtlur anti-Kernel sentiment was \oiic(l in 
the SGA ujcetiug last Monday night. 1 here a rep- 
resentative serving her first term made a motion 
the Kernel publish the miimtes of each assembly 
meeting. 

Here, to the everlasting credit of that august 
body, w ise r heads prevailed and the motion was 
defeated-although, had it passed, it wouki have 
bad absolutely no I'ffect. 

The motion, howt ver, is a perti'ct example of 
the knowleilge some students have of the responsi- 
bility or reason for being of any newspaper. Thiis 
knowledge can be summed up in one word— none. 

This year the Kernel departed from its usual 
procedure and published no policy editorial feel- 
ing this was unnecessary. Let this, then, serve as 
our policy-if students want a gootl newspaiXT, we 
will do everything in our power to give them one. 
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But NEVER will the Kernel allow itsi lf to become 
a tool of any group on campus— be it student or 

faculty. 

This newspaper is one ol the few or'4ani/ations 
or institutions at the l'iii\ersif\ ol Kentucky that 
is run soleU by stiuients with ik) censorship Irom 
laculty memlK is. Students should point with pride 
to this— not spend time trying tirmake changes that 
are both inane and imiwssible. 

If the Kernel were to listen to the advice of some 
of the self-appointed experts and clianui- its policy 
as they wish, it would not Ik* lon<4 bi lore these same 
c\p<Mts would be er\iii<: for a icfmn to the old 
jiolie\. re'j.irdlcss of iiow ■awiul tl»c Leadership 
Goutcrcuce may liavc ailjudgcd it.

Iacult\' and staff 
mtiiibeis, and their laiiiilies can reduce greatly 
their iliaiieis ol contracting [)olio and do so at a 
site located only a short walk from au) where on 
campus, with a minimum of time consumption. 

The Health Service is also to be congratulated 
on its decision to make the vaccine available not 
only to students, faculty, and staff— but also to 
their fanulies. 

To children, students uuiler 20, and expectant 
mothers, the vaccine is free. To all others, the cost 
is SI. 10 a shot -a small price to pay lor a very 
valuable beneht.
